Sign Treaty of 
Peace at Riga 


RIGA, Oct. 12.—[{By the Associated 
Press.J—A preliminary peace treaty 
and armistice was signed by the Polish 
and Russian soviet peace delegates at 
7,10 o'clock tonight. 


The armistice actually becomes effec- 
tive at midnight Oct. 18; that is. 144 
hours from midnight tonight. 

The announcement that peace was 
to be signed brought great crowds to 
the square surrounding the Black Head 
house. M. Joffe and the bolshevik dele- 
gation entered the hail, first and were 
followed by M. Dombski and the Polish 
delegation. About 200 persons, includ- 
the entire diplomatic body, and 
prominent Lettish officials crowded the 
small room. 

| Reading Delays Signing. 

Considerable delay ensued, which 
was due to the physical work necessary 
for the completion ofthe treaties for 
signature. Tired by more than five

the river at, Wells street with 
only a seventy-two | hour interruption 
of “L” traffic is hoped for by City Engi- 
neer P. S. Combs. 

Bridge construction “ under traffic ” 
is regarded as tedious and difficult. In 
the case of the Wells street bridge the 
builders are actually working “ above 
traffic,” with the intention of swing- 
ing the old center pier bridge out ‘into. 
the river, cutting a U-shaped hole ir it, 
and dropping the new bridge into the 
hole and across the river. 

The interruption in “L”-traffic is ex- 
pected to come about March 1, 1921. 
Though the new bridge will be carry- 
ing “L” trains three days later, street 


car traffic will not be resumed until 


March 21.. During the hiatus in “L” 
service passengers will be forced to 
walk, using the Clark and Franklin- 
Orlean®™street bridges.

_ Must Warn Children’s Parents. 

“ Should the children of a tenant be- 
come a nuisance,” reads Dr. Tuyl’s 
document, “ the parent must be warned 
and if the nuisance continues, .. the 
owner may after securing conviction 
before a jury proceed to evict the 
tenant. 

“The only circumstances under which 
an owner would be permitted to ter- 
minate a lease in good standing would 
be to agree to occupy the desired 
premises himself for a period of at 
least a year.

poultrymen are receiving, hundreds of 
green lawns back of Chicago suburban 


homes will be transformed into poultry 
yards this fall. By investing a f 
dollars in a good breed of laying hens 
the winter’s supply of eggs may be 
produced at a comparatively low cost. 


The breed of chickens to buy depends 
largely on what they are to be used 
for. Some want chickens for the eggs 
they produce, others want them to 
help cut down the butcher’s bill, but 
most small flock owners want them 
for both eggs and meat. For practical 
purposes the poultry specialists have 
divided them into three general classes, 
laying, meat, and general purpose 
breeds. j 
The classification of the different 
breeds, according to government poul- 
try experts, will help the beginner in 
selecting foundation stock to start his 
flock. In this classification the Leg- 
horn, Minorca, Andalusian, Ancona, 
and Campine are considered the well 
known breeds of the laying class; the 
Brahma, Dorking, and Cornish are the 
meat breeds; the Plymouth Rock, Wy- 
andotte, Rhode Island Red, and Orp- 
ington are the general purpose breeds. 


Of course, the Plymouth Rock has 
been a standby among poultrymen for 
years, because it meets the widest 
range of requirements of any of the 
general purpose breeds. For those who 


broiling, the Rhode Island Reds an- 
swer these requirements. The Orping- 
ton is heavier and meatier than the 
Plymouth Rock, while the Wyandotte 
is smaller, matures earlier, and is easy 
to fatten.
